Tax-Writers Approve Plan 
To Assist Retired Workers 


WASHINGTON UPI — The House missions, telephone and telegraph 
W ays and Means Com m ittee today bills and passengers fares,

The exemption would apply to 
all types of income—w hether from 
pensions, dividends, rents, annui- 
I ties, or other investm ents.

New Soviet Squeeze 
Putting Pressure On 
Play 
French 


BERLIN

Four Berlin conference today. It 
compelled French Foreign Minis­ 
te r Bidault to ask his P aris gov­ 
ernm ent for new instructions. 
The nature of the new Russia 
move was not disclosed.

The Big Four w ere conferring in 
secret prim arily about Soviet For­ 
eign M inister V. M. Molotov’s reso­ 
lution for a Big Five parley, in­ 
cluding Red China. The West has 
refused to adm it the Peiping gov­ 
ernm ent as a g reat power in such 
talks but concedes it should sit 
around the sam e table as other 
powers when specific Asiatic sub­ 
jects come up. 


Private Industry Also 
Would Profit By New 
Policy Of President 


WASHINGTON 
UP) — President 
Eisenhower asked Congress today 
for authority to share inform ation 
on battlefield use of atom ic w eap­ 
ons with friendly nations. 
In a special m essage, the P re s­ 
ident also asked for the right to 
share peacetim e atom ic power 
production inform ation with this 
country’s allies and to give Am­ 
erican private industry a great­ 
er share in the developm ent of 
nuclear power. 
Eisenhower 
said 
these 
steps 
would have the effect of “ strength­ 
ening the defense and the economy 
of the United States and of the 
free world.” 
The President said the onw ard 
rush of atom ic developm ents has 
outmoded the 1946 Atomic E nergy 
Act which m istakenly assum ed the 
United States 
could 
m aintain 
a 
monopoly in atom ic weapons for 
an appreciable tim e. 
Counterbalancing the loss of m on­ 
opoly, he said, is the developm ent 
of a wide variety of atom ic weap­ 
ons which have “ achieved conven­ 
tional status” in the arm ed forces.

Disclosing he had assisted Wise 
in preparation of the chief’s letter 
to Council, Adkins called upon the 
law m akers to ta k e im m ed iate a c ­ 
tion and “ not ju st receive it and 
place it on file.” He rem inded the 
law m akers th a t “ we had a fire the 
other night in which we w ere just 
plain 
lucky” ,

w hat has h ap p e n ed ” if satisfactory 
action w asn’t taken by Council.

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CONDENSED ATOM POWER 
MAN’S E F F O R T S TO harness the ener­ 


gy stored in natural resources have taken 
some spectacular forms—for example, the 


great western dams and the power conver­ 
sion plants built alongside them. But even 
more spectacular by sheer contrast is the 


tiny atomic battery which was shown to 
the press the other day in New York. 
Possibly the most breathtaking factor is 
the simplicity of the exchange of energy 
for electric current. A battery, which one 
writer described as being about the size of 
a filter on a cigarette, powered by a tiny 
amount of strontium 90— actually a waste 
product of the atomic energy reaction proc­ 
ess—produced electric current equivalent 
to one-millionth of a watt. 
This sounds like peanuts compared to 
the amount of current needed to light a 
house, but it was sufficient to power a tele­ 
graph key and peep out a historic message 
which began “Atoms for peace------ 
Ten of the “batteries” shown to the 
press would operate a portable radio for 
20 years. Whoever commented that the 
atomic powered 
submarine 
“Nautilus” 
was obsolete even before her launching 
m ay have been right. 


MAN WHO N EV ER WAS 
IN RUSSIA, the late but not lamented 
Lavrenti P. Beria is now getting the sec­ 
ond half of the treatment. 
Having been 
condemned in the flesh as a traitor to Com­ 
munism to remove him as a possible rival 
of Malenkov, he is now being cleared of 
that charge in death by the ingenious proc­ 
ess of establishing that he never really 
lived. 
Of the most recent edition of the Soviet 
Encyclopedia, 300,000 copies have b e e n 
distributed through Russia and elsewhere. 
Volume V. contains four pages 
praising 
B eria’s accomplishments. All subscribers 
are now getting a notice which r e a d s : 
“ The State Scientific Publishing House rec­ 
ommends that pages 21, 22, 23 and 24 be 
removed from volume V . . . to replace 
which the pages of a new text are 
en­ 
closed.” 
The substitute pages contain pictures of 
the Bering Sea, the only body of water 
joining Russian and American territory. 
This is probably simply an accident of the 
alphabet. 


I was up in Burlington, Vermont, to do 
one of those pro and con jobs which 
is 
called a debate when, by staying too long 
after the session was over, I encountered 


I the case of the learned D. Albert Einstein, 
who was described to me as a scientist and 
logician. It was intended that I s h o u l d 


stand in awe before a scientist. 
To put the business on an understand- 
able level, I said that to me he is an au­ 


thority on Mozart and a violinist. When it 
comes to the kind of science with which he 
deals, I am silenced by my ignorance of 


I the field. It shocked them that I would not 
admit that because D. Einstein has won 
I distinction in his particular trade, he is 
' also an authority on American political in­ 
stitutions, constitutional law and kindred 
subjects concerning which his public re­ 
marks are not too bright. 
I was attacked pretty hard by the group, 
which consisted mostly of students and one 
adult who sounded like a lawyer. Their in­ 
sistence was that I must venerate t h i s 
ag^d gentleman because he is a scientist, 
that he gave this country the atom bomb, 
and that he was sound when he advised 
scientists to refuse to testify before Con­ 
gressional committees, which, I believe, 
one or two did, mentioning Einstein as 
their authority. 
Whereupon I said that this gentleman, 
: Einstein, was persecuted in his own coun­ 
try, was driven from it by Hitler, found 
sanctuary among us, was given here every 
j opportunity to ply his trade, art and sci- 
i ence, and that the least he could do would 
be to avoid interfering in our affairs be­ 
yond his knowledge, understanding a n d 
competence. 
I also said that T did not believe that an 
adult could settle in a country not his own, 
ground himself in its national traditions, 
absorb the meaning of its institutions and 
become assimilated in its society. I men­ 
tioned some well known exceptions such as 
Carl Schurz and Jacob Riis. 
The gist of all this is the thought that 
because a man is a scientist or a univer- 
i sity professor that he, for some reason, 
stands apart from the rest of us poor guys; 
that scientists constitute some kind of an 
elite who are to be worshipped even when 
they step out of their specialties and dis­ 
cuss subjects about which it is obvious 
from the context that they know nothing. 
It is like the two Kinsey books on human 
relations which the zoologist, Kinsey, pre­ 
pared to establish the materialistic basis 
of the institution of marriage and the mor­ 
als of family life and came up with an ug­ 
ly, mechanistic distortion of all that is 
beautiful and noble in the 
relations 
be­ 
tween man and woman.

Methods of Relieving Pain 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
RELIEF of pain is one of the 
m ajor duties of the physician. To 
one who is in agony, healing is 
secondary to relief. 
Relief of pain in a person suf­ 
fering from a cancerous disease is 
one of the most frequent and, 
without a doubt, the most diffi­ 
cult problems encountered by a 
physician. Even though the dis­ 
ease may be hopeless, the relief 
of the pain can enable the patient 
to finish out his life in more or 
less peace, and can help the rela­ 
tives through this trying period. 
Many Available Means 
The doctor has many m eans of 
helping the patient with unbear­ 
able pain. 
One is a type of surgery in 
which the organs th at are causing 
the pain are removed. X -ra y and 
radium treatm ents, when applied 
to painful cancerous areas, are 
also of help in relieving pain. 
Another tool the doctor has is 
the use of certain hormones. One 
Instance in which this is helpful 
is cancer of the prostate. Female 
hormones may allow the patient 
to live for m any years without 
too m uch d isco m fo rt. W om en 
with cancer of the breast are re­ 


lieved of much of their pain by 
the use of male hormone. 
Alcohol Injections 
A recent substance used for the 
relief of pain is alcohol, not in the 
form that Is given by mouth, but 
rather in the form of injections 
Into a vein. The alcohol is put up 
in a quart bottle and given slowly 
over a long period of time. It is 
sometimes very effective in the 
relief of pain. 
Cobra Venom 
Cobra venom, normally a fatal 
substance, properly used, relieves 
pain in very severe cases. 
The most recent attem pts at 
pam-relieving are being carried 
out by the brain surgeon. He can 
perform various operations by 
which certain nerve tracts are 
cut. When these nerves are cut, 
; the patient becomes unaware of 
the pain and discomfort other- 
: wise attendant on his disease. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. G. M.: Is it possible for th® 
blood pressure to return to nor- 
! mal after a stroke? 
Answer: Yes, this does occur in 
certain instances.

Maizo Blaze 


Wise Warns Boost 
Needed In Pay, 
Men, Equipment 


In a letter read to City Council 
Tuesday night, Fire Chief Talmer 
Wise 
disclosed 
that 
two 
f i r e 
hydrants wore found to be out of 
working order when firefighters 
tried to use them here the night 
of the Maizo Mill blaze. 
His letter sharply 
criticized 
Council's neglect of the fire de­ 
partment over a period of many 
years and called for major im­ 
provements in the city's fire­ 
fighting apparatus. Largely be­ 
cause of his letter and the facts 
stressed in a debate that followed 
its reading, Council agreed to 
take action toward improvements 
in the near future. 
The chief said his department 
hasn’t had new equipment for 14 
years and that its personnel hasn’t 
keen increased for the past seven 
years. 
Ervin Leis!, manager of the city 
whaler and sewage department, the 
branch charged with maintenance 
of the fire hydrants, described to 
Council how' one was found broken 
and another defective the night of 
the mill blaze. He said they had 
been inspected last October a n d 
that inspections are at regular in­ 
tervals. 


*

LEIST WARNED the lawmakers 
“there are always some fire plugs 
in the city that don’t work as they 
should," and stressed that his de­ 
partment services the hydrants as 
well as possible with the help avail­ 
able. He emphasized his depart­ 
ment is aware of the importance of 
this task. 
The fire chief’s letter follows: 
Members of Council, 
Circleville, Ohio. 
Gentlemen: 
The recent fire at Maizo Mill 
forces me to again call attention 
to the fact that the fire depart­ 
ment has not been provided with 
any new equipment for the past 
14 years, in spite of the fact that 
I 
have 
repeatedly 
requested 
Council for additional men a n d 
equipment. The growing needs of 
the city have presented a terrific 
problem to the department which 
have now reached the p o i n t 
where something must be done. 
We may not be as lucky during 
the next bad fire!! 
Every other department in t h e 
city 
has 
been given 
additional 
equipment and personnel. The rec­ 
ord will show that the fire depart­ 
ment has been operated as econom­ 
ically as possible and this will con­ 
tinue in the future. Yet, if we are 
to be denied needed manpower and 
equipment, this kind of economy 
may prove disastrous to the entire 
community. 
The Inspection Bureau has re­ 
peatedly warned us of these condi­ 
tions, but all they have received 
have been promises. It has been 
7 years since any men have been 
added to the fire department while 
other departments, less important 
to the public safety and welfare, 
have added from two to five men 
and some have been doubled dur­ 
ing that time. Every other depart­ 
ment has had entirely new equip­ 
ment during the past 14 years 
while we have had NONE. Our only 
equipment are two pumper1-, one 25 
years old and the other 14 years 
old.

• 
TWO OF THE fire hydrants at 
the Maizo Mill fire were not in 
serviceable condition — one being 
completely broken. The^e condi­ 
tions have been caleld to tho atten­ 
tion of Council and the Water De­ 
partm ent repeatedly, but the an­ 
swer is always the* same — RE­ 
CEIVED ANI) PLACED ON FILE. 
We are seriously In need of the 
following items of new* equipment: 
A 750 gallon pumper: a 75 foot 
aerial outfit; a Deluge outfit; a 
life net. 
We have no equipment to reach 
the roofs of buildings with hose- 


lines without going through the 
interior of the burning building 
or an adjacent building. If there 
is no adjacent building there is 
nothing we can do. 
We have six firemen besides my­ 
self, with three on duty most of the 
time but with only two on duty part 
of the time. Two men must be the 
minimum on any call and three are 
needed on most calls—two to han­ 
dle the hose and one to operate the 
pumper. This leaves the firehouse 
unmanned unless my wife assists 
in answering the phone and volun­ 
teers appear. Volunteers handled 
two fires the other night w h i c h 
would Tun e been most serious had 
these men not assisted. 
It is well known that, the bonded 
indebtedness of the city is very 
low' and that the money CAN BE 
HAD to buy equipment and hire 
the needed men. 
• • • 
OTHER DEPARTMENTS of the 
city received an increase in wages 
while we at the fire department 
actually receivers a cut of $9 per 
month beginning last May when 
the rural truck was removed. In 
what other department of the city 
does the department head receive 
only $2.50 more per week than the 
men under him? And I serve both 
as chief and as a fireman. 
But more important is the lack 
of manpower and equipment. In the 
public interest and as a taxpayer, 
I am making the following recom­ 
mendations to Council: 
I.—That the items of equipment 
set forth herein be purchased at 
the earliest possible time. 
Bonds 
can be issued for this purpose and 
payment of those bonds can be 
amortized yearly from the f i r e 
protection contracts with adjoining 
townships—with but little cost to 
the city. 
2.—The employment of at least 
two 
additional 
firemen. 
Four 
additional firemen are recom­ 
mended by the Inspection Bu­ 
reau. 
3.—The creation of the job of As­ 
sistant Chief, who shall be paid on 
the same basis of a sergeant in the 
police department. 
If our fire department is provid­ 
ed with the needed manpower and 
equipment, fire insurance r a t e s 
will decrease instead of increase 
and the overall savings will more 
than pay for the additional cost. 
I respectfully urge Council to 
give these matters the immediate 
attention they deserve.

This and other relief, rehabilita­ 
tion and reconstruction programs 
carried on through CWS are made 
possible 
through 
specific 
funds 
raised by the churches, largely 
through the “ One Great Hour of 
Sharing" United Appeal, through 
the commodity collections of the 
Christian 
Rural 
Overseas 
Pro­ 
gram, a Church World Service pro­ 
ject, and through other contributed 
clothing and commodity efforts of 
CWS and the denominations. 
CWS distribution of government 
surpluses financed by the denomi­ 
nations in 1953, Dr. Zwayer said, 
totaled 15,666.081 pounds of dried 
milk. 1,569,868 pounds of butter and 
61,699 pounds of cheese. 
Special 
fund appeals, appropriations 
and 
gifts financed a large part of the 
surplus commodity distribution. 
Of the 1953 total shipped abroad, 
in excess of 25 million pounds, val­ 
ued at $7,767,580 were for Church 
World Service programs supported 
cooperatively by CWS constituent 
denominations, Dr. Zwayer 
said, 
while slightly more than three mil­ 
lion pounds, valued at $1,932,039 
was shipped on behalf of denomi­ 
national boards, the Heifer project 
and other CWS-related agencies.
